The Town Farm was once 


the pride of Wilmington 


WILMINGTON - Down where 
Main Street crosses the rail- 
road tracks on the way to 
Woburn is a bridge which was 
for many years called the Town 
Farm Bridge. On both sides of 
the street, and on both sides of 
the railroad, for many years, 
stood the old Town Farm, part 
of which is now the Town Park, 
where there is a fine softball 
field. 

The Town Farm dated back to 
1827 when it was established on 
land bought from the Widow 
Caleb Eames, who lived in a 
house which still stands at the 
corner of Eames and Woburn 
Streets. As it was set up, there

was over 100 acres in the Town 
Farm. The Town Park today 
has about 43 acres. There was 
no Main Street in those days, 
and a road connected the farm 
with Eames Street. 

Neither was there a railroad, 
but there was the Middlesex 
Canal, the first canal in New 
England, for commercial barge 
traffic. The canal, which 
opened in 1803, carried cargo 
from Boston to Lowell, then 
part of Chelmsford. 

In the Town Park, there are 
parts of the canal that can still 
be seen today. There was an 
aquaduct spanning Maple 
Meadow Brook. And the canal

THE NEW TAX LAW: 
ESTATE TAX 


The good news is that the top 
estate tax rate drops from 55 to 50 
percent next year and will gradual- 
ly fall five points more. The 
amount exempt from estate taxes 
goes (0 $1 million next year and 
then rises until the tax disappears 
altogether in 2010, The bad news is 
that the estate tax is due io return in 
2011, with a $1 million exemption 
and a 55-percent top rate. 

The lifetime gift-tax exemption 

‘rises to $1 million next year and 
will remain there even after other 
tax changes revert in 2011. The gift 
tax will be a flat 35 percent. 

After 2009, instead of inheriting 
Property at its value on the date of 

‘death, heirs will “inherit” the dece- 

‘dent's basis. When the property is 

‘sold, tax is figured on the carryover 

‘basis. There are two exceptions: 
Up to $3 million can pass tax-free 
to a spouse and up to $1.3 million

Propérty Tax Relief Exists 
for Fixed-Income Seniors 


Dear Editor: 

To cast an informed vote in Saturday's election for the Wynn 
School construction, Tewksbury citizens should be aware of a new 
state law that offers significant property tax relief to fixed-income 
seniors, many of whom will be paying less for property taxes in 
coming years than in the past. 

As your Senator, I fought aggressively to pass a law that provid- 
ed property tax relief for seniors. Commonly called the "circuit 
breaker," the law is designed to break the spiraling circuit of prop- 
erty tax increases on fixed-income senior citizens. Here's how it 
works: 

Beginning in the tax year January 2001, you will be eligible for 
this tax break if you are 65 years or older and have an income of 
$40,000 or less for single filers or $60,000 or less for joint filers. The 
assessed value of your residence must not exceed $400,000. 

If your total property tax bill, plus 50 percent of your water and 
sewer , exceed 10 percent of your income, you can receive 
a dollar-for-dollar refundable tax credit from the state for up to 
$375 in 2001, and $750 in 2002. Thereafter, both the amount of the 
refund and the eligibility will be adjusted for inflation. 

If you are a renter instead of a homeowner, the law assumes that 
25 percent of your rent is attributable to property taxes and 
water/sgwer assessments. Therefore, seniors who rent and who 
pay more than 10 percent of their income to 25 percent of their rent 
are also eligible for this rebate. 

‘Tewksbury's assessors are not responsible for figuring out who is 
eligible or for issuing the refund checks. The state did not want to 
burden local officials with administering what is essentially state 
tax policy. All property taxes will be paid to local governments just 
as they are now paid. The refund will be issued from the State of 
Massachusetts to the individual tax filer. ” 

It is important to note that seniors who are currently not 
required to file a state income tax return because they do not owe 
any taxes must file a return to obtain this credit. 

So many senior citizens sincerely want to help the children, but 
simply cannot afford another dime. However, this important riew 
law can significantly help to ease their property tax burden.

‘If there is one particular thing 
on which both Chiefs Mackey 
‘and Nally agree, it’s that resi- 
‘dents need to go about their 
business as usual. Both men 
maintain that the failure of res- 
idents to do just that would 
mean that the terrorists are 
winning in their determination 
to end the country’s way of life. 
Furthermore, both chiefs agree 
that the chances of terrorist 
attacks in Wilmington and 
‘Tewksbury are remote, but that 
residents should nonetheless 
remain keenly aware of their 
surroundings. 

The Wilmington Fire 
Department is reviewing proce- 
dures for various types of inci- 
dents that they may encounter. 
According to Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart, the department is 
‘meeting with local industries to 
‘discuss the handling of haz- 
ardous materials, storage facil- 
tities, site security, and evacua- 
tion plans. During such meet- 
ings, the focus is on making 
igure that the network of con: 
tact people in the event of an 
eeneey is running smooth- 
ly. 

“One thing we've always done 
successfully is having good 
local experts in industries as 
contact people to guide us in 
certain cases if we need it, such 
as chemical incidents,” says 
Chief Stewart. 

\Chief Stewart says that he has 

met with Town Manager 
Michael Caira and other 
departments in town, including 
the water department, regard- 
ing security and other issues. 
All such departments have had 
safety issue briefings from the 
Massachusetts Emergency 
Agency. In all such meetings, it 
has been determined and reit- 
erated that no substantial 
threats exist in Wilmington or 
Tewksbury.

The farm burned in 1923 with 
a big pall of smoke. The fire 
presumably started in the hay 
in the barn.

The WPA was a fed- 
eral program during the Great 
Depression, the initials stand- 
ing for Works Progress 
Administration. The project 
brought in a great deal of loam 
to improve the former corn- 
field. 

About 20 years ago, the ball- 
field was named for Tom 
Aprile, a local man involved in 
many youth activities. 

The late Frank Tuttle cata- 
logued 448 varieties of ferns he 
found growing in the swamp at 
the back end of the Town Park, 
near the “ox bow.”

Local firefighters help NYC, raise awareness here at home

TEWKSBURY - Firefighters 
have had an active month, 
haven’t they? 

In Tewksbury, 37 out of the

Thomas Ryan, fire chiefs 
across the state awaited word 
from New York for an organ: 
ized response to help, but it 
never came. He said that many 
firefighters felt they needed to 
go to downtown Manhattan to 
offer their support and assis- 
tance with whatever they could. 
“We wanted to do something 
for them. It's our job, to help 
others,” says Fire Captain 
Robert Fowler. 

The entire Unit 1 firefighters 
of Tewksbury made the trip to 
New York on the weekend after 


the infamous attack on 
September 11. They went on 
their own time and at their own 
expense. 

“We received such a warm 
welcome from the people in 
New York,” says Capt. Fowler. 
He adds that there was a uni- 
fied feeling of camaraderie 
among the workers and citizens 
at the site. He also said that 
when his group pulled up to the 
fire station in Manhattan, peo- 
ple came out to park their vehi- 
cles for them. They visited Sist 
and 3rd streets. 

“What we saw there elicited a 
multi-faceted emotional experi- 
ence,” he says. 

According to Captain Fowler, 
the scene was traumatic, espe- 
cially when he and others real- 
ized that more than 5,000 peo- 
ple perished in the horrible 
tragedy. It was a vision that 
will never be erased. Like 
many people who have made 
the journey to new York City, he 
says that the coverage on tele- 
vision doesn't come close to 
what is really at the site. 

While at the site, the group 
was able to watch rescue dogs 
in action and the excavation of 
materials in the area of the 
dogs’ discovery. Everyone at 
the site had hoped to find peo- 
ple alive in those early days, 
but it was not to be. 

Capt. Fowler says that while 
he was in New York at a restau- 
rant, an older woman 
approached his group and 


expressed her gratitude to 
them for all of their help. She 
also asked them if they knew 
when she could go back to her 
apartment. When she told him 
where her apartment was, he 
realized that he had taken a 
picture of her building earlier, 
and that it was almost com- 
pletely destroyed. More than 14 
buildings were destroyed, and 
her apartment building was one 
of them. It was two blocks 
away from Ground. Zero. He 
couldn’t answer her. 

“It’s difficult to realize that 
thousands of people were dis- 


placed when the towers col- 
lapsed,” says Capt. Fowler. 
“The country has changed 
since September 11. There is 
more unity and spiritual join- 
ing. The men are still going to 
funerals of the firefighters. On 
one day, eleven funerals for 
firefighters were held.” 

To show respect and to honor 
fellow firefighters who perished 
in the September 1th horror, 
Tewksbury firefighters 
installed a black banner 
labeled “NYFD” across the 
‘Tewksbury Town Logo on their 
trucks and vehicles. A symbol

vet to fall from their trees, but 
when the cold fingers of 
autumn finally do pluck them 
from their branches it is best to 
be prepared to rake them up 
and pile them into trash bags 
sooner rather than later. 

The reason? The Department 
of Public Works will be con- 
ducting its yardwaste collection 
from October 29 and will con- 
tinue the process through to 
November 30. The curbside 
pick-up of fallen leaves and 
mowed grass will occur on days 
that garbage is usually collect- 
ed in your neighborhood 

Residents are required to 
place their piles of leaves and 
grass clippings in barrels or 
brown biodegradable bags. 

The town’s Yardwaste 
Recycling Center, which is 
located on Old Main Street, will 
remain through the fall to be an 
alternative to take your waste 
and dispose of it. The sched- 
uled hours for the season are 
between 8 a.m. and 2 p.m. on 
Mondays through Fridays and 
between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. on 
Saturdays. The center will also 
be open to residents on the first 
and third Sunday of the month, 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. Leaves, 
grass, branches and brush can 
be brought to the center, but 
tree stumps and construction 
equipment cannot.

Kasprzak’s two-way play 
the reason for the win

Foryears and years Tewksbury 
coaches have used the words 
“Tewksbury tough” and “tough as 
nails” when talking about a certain 
athlete. Sometimes the phrases are 
overused which loses its demeanor 
on the athletes. 

Butif there was any kid walking 
through the Tewksbury High halls 
right now who fits those terms 
perfectly it’s junior running back/ 
safety Steve Kasprzak. 

Watch the 5-10, 170 (if that) 
pounder take one hand-off and 
you'll what tough as nails clings on 
to him. He'll strive and strive for 
every inch, every foot, every yard, 
every first down and every touch- 
down he can get. 

What’s more amazing than that 
is what he did on Saturday, 

Kasprzak scored two touch- 
downs. One came on an 84-yard 
kick-off return, another ona5-yard 
run, The latter came when Tewks- 
bury trailed 14-6. The former came 
when Tewksbury trailed 20-14 and 
Andover just scored on the first 
play from scrimmage to start the 
fourth quarter. 

On the day Kasprzak took the 
ball 18 times for 54 yards which 
isn’t astronomical numbers. But 
he added 116 yards on four kick-off 
returns, another 11 yards on two 
punt returns, 23 yards on a fumble 
recovery, 22 yards on a blocked

Tewksbury native Kristin Cronin 


From small town fame 
to National Fame

WALTHAM -Kristin Cronin 
sometimes wonders how she landed 
onthe best Division II college field 
hockey team in the country. 

- Only a few years ago, she was 
playing for Tewksbury High. Al- 
though the team qualified for the 
state tournament during her sopho- 
more, junior and senior seasons, 
they ended each year with a first 
round loss, 

: Today, she is a junior forward 
for Bentley College, ranked the top 
field hockey team in collegiate Di- 
vision II. The Falcons have reached 
two consecutive national champi- 
onship matches, and are undefeated 
this season. Their record is 14-0, 

“Sometimes it's weird for me to 
be on the best team,” said Cronin. 

It has been three years since 
she arrived at Bentley as a fresh- 
man. While other students adjusted 
toiving away from home, she ad- 
justed to playing on artificial turf. 
‘The new playing surface made the 
game faster, and allowed players 
to shoot and pass with more preci- 
sign. It was a disorienting experi- 
ence. * 

“During the first day of pre- 
season practice my freshman year,

But she grew fond of turf. It is 
her preferred playing surface, de- 
spite her team’s recent success 
ongrass: An overtime win against 
5th ranked Shippensburg (PA) 


College on Sunday. “I hate grass 
now.” 

The other adjustment she made 
was a positional switch from de- 
fense, which she played in high 
school, to forward. It was a diffi- 
cult transition. For years she fo- 
cused on take-aways, and now she 
was being looked upon to create 
scoring opportunities. 

“I never had a scoring mental- 
ity before,” said Cronin. 

She lacked aggressiveness. And 
on one occasion she was instructed 
by her college coach to become 
more intense, both on and off the 
field. She is typically the first re- 
serve on the team’s bench and is 
expected to make big plays in the 
absence of the teamstarters. As an 
upperclassman, on a team with 
just two seniors, she also has a 
vocal role on the team. 

“There are lots of younger kids 
onthebench with me,” said Cronin, 
“As an upperclassman I get tobe a 
semi-leader.” 

In 10games this season, she has 
recorded two assists, including one 
against Millersville on Saturday, 
which is indicative of her playing 
style. She looks to pass first, and 
shoot second. This is the team’s 
offensive game plan 

“Our team is a passing team,” 
said Cronin. “At practice it’s pass, 
pass, and pass. As soon as you get 
the ball, you look to pass.” 

Cronin’s toughest moment as a 
player this season came when she 
was temporarily demoted to the 


team’s second or third reserve 
forward, following lackluster 
practices. She said the moves 
were deserved. 

“If I have a bad practice I 
don’t expect to be the first off 
bench,” she said. 

Her toughest moment off the 
field came when her roommate, 
also a member of the field hockey 
team, lost a brother inthe Sept. 11 
terror attacks on the World Trade 
Center in New Users The 
tragedy made field ey seem 
insignificant. 

Croninaccompanied her room- 


mate to New Jersey the day of the 
attacks. That day a game against 
the University of Massachusetts 
at Dartmouth was cancelled. The 
team resumed its season on that 
Thursday 

“I was really out of it,” said 
Cronin. “For the games when my 
roommate wasn’t here, we hada 
moment of silence before the 
game. We are wearing yellow 
(memorial) ribbons on our shirts. 
We don’t necessarily say any- 
thing at each game, but it’s al- 
ways there.” 

Despite the tragedy, the team 
has fond solace, and happiness, 
in their success. Last season the 
teamsuffereda handful ofsurprise 
losses, partly due to lapses in 
concentration. This year theplay- 
ers are mentally focused, said 
Cronin. 

Last year the team finished 


17-4, and lost to Lock Haven (PA) 
College in post-season. Most top 
field hockey teams come from ei- 
ther New England or Pennsylva- 
nia. This year the team will com- 
plete their final five regular season 
games, and then enter the North- 
east-10 Conference tournament. If 
they wintheconference tournament, 
they earn a berth in the national 
Division 2 tournament. 

While Cronin has enjoyed play- 
ing for a title contender, she has not 
forgotten what it felt like to play for 
Tewksbury. It was during her sopho- 
more year the Redgals made their 
first-ever state tournament 
appearance.They earned their tour- 
nament appearances with hard 
fought ties, not undefeated records. 
They did not roll over their oppo- 
nents. 

“We (Tewksbury) weren’ta field 
hockey dynasty, it was hard fought 
success,” said Cronin about 
Tewksbury. “But you got a sense of 
victory.” 

The experience taught her not to 
take opponents for granted. On Sun- 
day, Bentley defeated lowly 
Millersville (PA) University. But 
despite their 1-10record, Millersville 
playedhard, which reminded Cronin 
how she used to prepare for higher 
ranked opponents in high school. 

“They (Millersville) were 
pumped up - it reminded me how I 
used to feel at Tewksbury (High),” 
said Cronin. “It’s what we some- 
times forget in the face ofsuccess.”

To make a guinea pig home, use a 
pen, tiered cage, or large rectangular 
cage. Avoid wire cages as the pig 
can break a leg, develop foot ulcers 
or suffer stress-related hair loss. 

Guinea pigs do not jump or climb 
high, so an open-top enclosure that 
stands seven to eight inches high is 
usually sufficient. 

For lining the cage, use wood chips 
or shredded newspaper. For burrow- 
ing, provide a bit of hay or a small 
hiding place. 

The pig will also enjoy climbing on 
or hiding beneath a ledge or ramp 
constructed of metal or plastic.
